4. Have a preliminary interview 
with sitter. Acquaint her with chil- 
dren and pets especially the watch- 
dog. 

5. Give instructions orally and 
leave them in writing. 

6. Show sitter all exits and how 
to get children out of house in case 
of fire. 

7. Give the sitter the telephone 
number of the fire department, 
family doctor, and place to which 
they (parents or adult members of 
the family) are going. Also, what 
neighbor to call in the event of 
any emergency. 

8. If there is no phone, explain 
to sitter other means of notifying 
fire department in case of a fire. 

9. Caution sitter against per- 
mitting child to play with matches, 
electric cords, or other electric ap- 
pliances. Also, tell her to keep the 
child out of the kitchen, if pos- 
sible. 

10. If sitter is to bathe young- 
ster, make certain she has had such 
experience. 

11. Leave a first aid kit with 
sitter and explain how to take care 
of simple burns, cuts, bruises 

12. Be sure sitter understands 
that in a fire emergency she should 
get the child out of the house, then 
call the fire department, then notify 
parents 

13. Provide flashlights for use 


in case lighting should fail 

14. Always come home at the 
hour agreed upon; telephone if de- 
layed. 

15. Make suitable and safe ar- 
rangements for accompanying the 
sitter home.

To keep a store firesafe, the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters 
advises shopkeepers to follow these

Fire Calls During 1959 


In 1959, the Crown Point Volunteer Fire Department an- 
swered 280 calls for various types of assistance. Of the 280 
calls there were 55 calls for the Inhalator Squad, 39 of the 
patients had recovered before the inhalator squad left and 16 
of the patients were beyond the help of emergency aid. 


Through the mutual aid cooperation of the eight member 
departments of the Lake County Fire Service, Inc., these eight 
departments cover an area of 500 square miles. If a major fire 
or disaster occurs it can be controlled by the radio base station 
at Crown Point, from where help as needed is dispatched to 
start the mutual aid plan of these departments into operation. 


As you will see in the calls listed below, the department an- 
swered calls other than fire or inhalator for various types of 
aid. The rainy seasons of spring and fall reduced the grass fire 
calls considerably over the previous years. This means that the 
people in the area that the fire departments cover should be 
more alert and not burn leaves or brush on a windy day. A 
great number of these grass fires are started by persons who 
burn trash on a windy day and leave the fire unattended. 


A good policy in case of a fire is to call the fire department 
first then try to put the fire out. In many of the calls the de- 
partment answers the men find that the person tried to put 
the fire out and did not succeed. When the fire gets out of 
contro] they call the fire department, then it is too late—the 
result is heavy fire and smoke damage.

Volunteer Fire Department in 1959, giving the date, location 
or name of call, the nature of call, the number of men respond- 
ing and the time on each call:

How to Place Emergency Fire and Police Calls 


; Your emergency calls will bring help faster if you remember to remain calm and stav 
with the call until the Fire Department or Police Department has the information necessary 
to send aid. Too often excited callers simply say, “Operator, send the Fire Department " 
and then hang up without giving an address or further information about the type of fire or 
other difficulty. ; 


Follow these steps in telephoning a fire report: 


1. When the operator answers, ask for Crown Point “0”, or simply say “Give 
me the Fire Department.” 


to 


When the Fire Department answers, give the address where help is needed 
and the nature of the emergency, such as, fire in a house or field, drown- 
ing or heart attack case for inhalator squad, etc. 


3. Give your name and address and the number of the telephone you are 
using. 


4. Do not hang up until all this information is given. 


Give this same type of information when you call for Police help. And remember this: 


1. If you live in the city, call the Crown Point Police Department . . . Crown 
Point 300. 
2. If you live outside the city, call the Sheriff's Office . . . Crown Point 640.

What happens at the telephone office when you place an emergency call? 


The telephone company follows through on all emergency calls to be ready to give 
additional telephone help, if necessary. As an emergency call is connected with the proper 
agency to handle it, the operator calls her supervisor to plug in with her on the call. They 
record the location of the emergency and both remain with the call until the emergency has 
passed, If, for instance, the caller is excited and hangs up before the necessary information 
is recorded, it frequently is possible for the telephone company to quickly trace the location 
of the telephone used in making the call. 


A typical fire call would be handled like this: 


The caller asks for the Fire Department, or Crown Point “0". As the operator rings 
the Fire Department, she calls her supervisor to her side. Both note the location of the fire, 
and inform other operators on duty. Then, as the fire whistle sounds and volunteer firemen 
call the telephone office, they are given the location of the fire or other emergency. 


Although this information is given only to firemen who must identify themselves with 
a special code when they call in, many people who are merely curious about the reason 
behind the fire whistle blasts call the telephone office. 


This could delay getting the firemen on their way, which might cost lives and proper- 
ty. Please do not call the telephone company when the fire whistle sounds unless you are 


a volunteer fireman!

CLEAN UP FOR SAFETY 


The accumulation of rubbish and litter is 
a major factor in thousands of building fires 
every year and often results in loss of life. 
Destroyed, or badly damaged, are dwellings, 
manufacturing plants, commercial establish- 
ments, storage warehouses, and schools. 

How can you help prevent these losses? 


The National Board of Fire Underwriters 
offers these Spring Clean-Up suggestions: 


Clear out debris: Get rid of rubbish or any- 
thing combustible that you’re not going to use 
that is now in attics, closets, cellars, garages. 
Rubbish, such as old papers and rags, is a 
fire hazard. It furnishes readily burnable 
fuel for fires starting from other causes. 
Clean these hazards out of your house, store 
or factory. 


Watch outside fires: Clean up your yard. 
Keep grass cut low around buildings. Never 
burn papers on a windy day when there’s 
danger of sparks setting fire to any house, 
shrubbery, clothing or outbuildings. Use an 
incinerator wherever possible. 

Clear out paint and oil rags: Destroy rags 
or keep in closed metal container; hang up 
mops and paint-soiled clothing so air can 
circulate around them. Paint or oil-soaked 
rags heat up from chemical action, burst 
into flames. Clean up after painting jobs. 


Check your fuses: Use 15 ampere fuses in 
regular household circuits, and don’t use a 
substitute for fuses; keep wiring in good re- 
pair; have all work done by an expert elec- 
trician. Fuses protect your appliances, your 
house and your family from damage and pos- 
sible fire when wires are overloaded or a 
short circuit occurs. 


Avoid inflammable liquids: Remove them 
from your house. Many persons are killed 
annually trying to clean with gasoline, ben- 
zine or naptha. A tiny flame or spark — 
even from static electricity—will ignite gaso- 


line vapor. Play safe! Do not use highly 
inflammable or explosive fluids for dry 
cleaning! 

Check stoves and heaters: Clean and check 
all heaters and have repair work done. 
Radiated heat from hot stovepipes, furnaces, 
and stoves will char beams or partitions too 
near them, causing a fire that will damage 
or destroy the house. 

Portable heaters: Place portable, open- 
flame heaters so they can’t be knocked over 
or tipped. Avoid using rubber hose as fuel 
conductors for gas heaters; rigid metal pipes 
are safer. Always store kerosene outdoors, 
fill lamps and heaters outdoors. Don’t carry 
or fill heaters while they are lighted. Keep a 
door or window open slightly while heater 
is burning. 


Check pipes and chimneys: Clean soot out 
of chimneys and smokepipes. Check for 
cracks and holes; have chimneys repaired— 
where mortar or bricks are loose—and re- 
place pipes if necessary. Dirty and defective 
chimneys are a leading cause of fires. 


Check ash receptacles: Always put ashes 
in covered metal containers, Hot ashes in 
wood boxes set fire to many buildings. In 
the cellar this is particularly hazardous, be- 
cause flames quickly spread up through hol- 
low walls of building. 


Fireplace care: Use a wire-mesh screen in 
front of fireplace. Be sure the fire is out 
before you retire or leave the house. Sparks 
from unguarded fireplaces can start serious 
fires. 


General repairs: Plan needed painting 
and renovating this spring. Remodel and 
modernize your home for greater safety. Re- 
place faulty stair treads. Install a heavy 
door at head of cellar stairs, fitted tightly 
and kept closed. This will help to keep fire 
from spreading.
